Ar additional tax of one-half 
cent a gallon on gasoline as pro- 
posed in San Bernardino this 
week, will not meet with ap- 
proval by some of the Upland 
city officials it was indicated 
today. 

In San Bernardino tonight, 
meeting will be held to present 
the proposal to representatives o. 
all the county cities, and unin- 
corporated communities. Several 
frorm Upland are planning to at- 
tend. The meeting was called by 
the San Bernardino city council. 

The proposal is that each city 
and the county superivsors adopt 
an ordinance requiring the pay- 
ment Of one-half a cent a gallon 
tax, the money to be used to 
provide work for the unemployed. 
Tt has been estimated that $10,- 
000 a month would be raised
